SAYS MELLON CAN 
STOP RUM FLOOD 


Pinchot Blames Permit System 
For 
Enforcement 
Breakdown. 


Harrisburg, Pa., Oct. 29.—Governor 
Pinchot, in a letter Sunday night to 
Andrew W. Mellon, secretary of the 
treasury, placer! the blame for what 
he termed the “breakdown of federal 
prohibition enforcement in 
Pennsyl­ 
vania” upon the federal permit sys­ 
tem. 
He declared Mr. Mellon, as secretary 
of the treasury, has the power, 
by

The governor’s letter in part fol-

“ Pennsylvania is making a

lawlessness, it

(severely handicapped by the fact that 
the federal government is not. 
“ You will recall that when I had the 
pleasure of sitting next to you a t the 
recent luncheon given to the governors 
| in the White House, I laid before you 
1 in some detail the failure of the fed­ 
eral enforcement service in Pennsyl­ 
vania to check the flood of illegal drink 
at its source, and called your attention 
to the 
fact,

j Haynes corroborates, that the federal 
permit is the key to the situation. 
“ I pointed out also that plants dc-

federal permits, and that the political 
selection of enforce merit officers had 
demoralised the service.

Keep* hoops tightened, hut do not 
turn them up so tight that the silo 
starts to dish in. 
Get the cutter in shape. 
See that 
all bolts are tight and plenty of oil has 
been used. 
Have a good supply of sharp knives. 
Improper cutting slow s up the filling 
and makes poor silage. 
If silo is party Alfin] with old silage, 
scrape off the top part until any 
• spoiled silage Is gone and then put 
the new silage on trip. 
It will not 
hurt either the new or the old. 
If corn Is too dry. pm water in it. 
If corn is green, water is ttot needed 
Minims it is used to pack the silage.

to be put up to it. 
Its findings will 
then be communicated to the Berlin 
Government. 
Threat of W ar by Workers 
One of the manifestos issued by the 
Saxon Communist party, with the* ap­ 
proval of the Communist Ministers, 
which was partly responsible for Ber­ 
lin’s action, contained the following: 
“We Communists declare that we 
whistle at the prohiliition of the cen­ 
turies by Gen. von Mueller, and that 
we whistle at any other decree that 
m ay-be issued. We summon the work­ 
ers to reply to the prohibition of the 
centuries by forming enum erable cen­ 
turies. We will mobilize the workers, 
and, if the generals of industry want 
to fight, the workers will be ready.”

Best for Outside Work 
Whitewash whiter than st nae, that 
lasts well on outside jobs, and that 
spreads so well that a pint covers 
nearly a square yard is being recom­ 
mended for farm application by Ihe 
New York slate college ut Ithaca un­ 
der the name of "Government white­ 
wash.” The standard recipe given Is: 
Slake one half bushel of fresh lime 
with bolling water, covering the re­ 
ceptacle to keep in the steam. 
Strain 
the liquid through a line sieve, and 
add seven pounds of fine salt, previ­ 
ously dissolved in warm water; three 
pounds of ground rice, boiled to a 
thin paste and stirred in; one pound 
of wllite glue, soaked first in cold 
water until swollen, then .carefully 
melted over lire. 
To this mixture add five gallons of 
hot water and let it stand covered for 
a few days before using.

In earlier days houses v e rt built 
near streams wherever possible iu or­ 
der to insure a plentiful supply of 
w ater for household use. 
Those not 
fortunate enough to have springs and 
clear streams on their land were com­ 
pelled to dig wells; hut those who had 
springs rarely bothered about wells. 
Whatever Hie re sistiv e m enu of 
streams and wells as sources of water 
for washing aud cooking and the 
like, there is no question as to which 
Is the more satisfactory to children. 
Every normal child longs to play In 
water, and a tubful of water drawn 
from a well is a poor substitute for 
a stream with minnows an i crawfish 
and other living things in if. 
To those who did not spend a largo 
part of their childhood playing in 
stream*, it Is surprising how many 
things live in even a small brook. 
There are the caddis flies, for ex­ 
ample, with 
their amazing houses 
with the wonderful netting over the 
m trance. 
Fishing for minnows with a hit of 
cord and bent pin is far from being 
despicable sport, even 
though one 
never lands a minnow. 
Fishing for 
crawfish with a piece of cord and a 
pebble for a sinker Is even more ex­ 
citing, 
however, 
for 
the 
dextrous 
can often manage to land the craw­ 
fish. The greatest of all sports, though. 
Is to catch crawfish by hand. 
To 
find them you must turn over the 
•tones In the bottom of the stream. 
When you lift a stone the mud of the 
■trearn bottom ll stirred up enough to 
cloud the water. 
Small boys usually 
plunge their hands right Into the 
muddy water and grab for whatever 
may have been under the stone. 
The most terrible looking of th* 
•mall stream’s denizens is the hfllgra- 
mite. It is truly ferocious-looking and 
only the value set on It as a bait for 
Bass fishing would lead the average 
child to Interfere with It. The sala­ 
manders, red and grav, that are to 
Be found wherever a hit of brush and 
leaves check the stream’s current, look 
dangerous to the city brei, hut the 
country child knows they are harm­ 
less. 
AU sorts of otlier life is to be found 
!n a stream—polliwogs and tadpoles, 
wiggletalls and water beetles, snails 
and wee clams, and even leeches and 
w atfr snakes. 
The child who has a 
•trenm to play In will learn more of 
water life In a season than the schools 
can ever teach him, and those who do 
not live near streams should try to 
•pend their vacations near them.

About the Bible. 
Most people think the Bible was first 
written exactly as it appears today. 
But such Is not the ca*©. 
It wag 
originally one continuous piece of text, 
with no divisions of any kind, no see- j 
tlons, no chapters, no verses, no di­ 
visions of words, even, or punctuation. I 
Its divisions Into lines to suit the 
sense was done by Euthallus, of Alex- j 
nndria, in the last half of the Fifth 
century. 
Its divisions into chapters 
is ascribed to two archbishops, Lan­ 
oline in the Eleventh century and 
Langton in the Thirteenth, and a car- 
dinnl, Hugo do Sanoto Caro, about 
1250. Rabbi Nathan began the division 
of the Bible into sections about 1445, ] 
and another Hebrew, Attorns, com­ 
pleted the work in 1661. 
An English 
printer, Robert Stephens, introduced 
the present division into verses; in 
1551.—The Ladies’ Home Journal.

“The fury of the wind can move it 
not,

afar. 
A few brave men, among our chang- 


The editor of this newspaper, as a 
representative of the people of Adams 
county, was privileged to 
sit with 
Lloyd George and his party at lunch­ 
eon at the Eagle Hotel 
Saturday 
afternoon during the distinguished 
Welshman’s visit to Gettysburg, and 
had the opportunity to obtain a close­ 
up, almost intimate, glimpse of the 
statesman such as it has been the 
good fortune of few to do during his 
whirlwind tour of America and Can­ 
ada. 
For the most part, the former 
premier has either been a guest at 
formal functions, when he has held 
himself more or less in reserve, or 
he has remained strictly alone with 
his wife and daughter who are his 
companions on his trip. 
The latter plan was intended for the 
luncheon hour at Gettysburg and for I 
that reason the private dining room 
was engaged for him while the re­ 
mainder of his party which cable here 
from Washington had space reserved 
in the main dining room. It was per­ 
haps through a desire to obtain in­ 
formation about things locally that 
the guest of honor asked a Gettys­ 
burg newspaper man to “sit! through” 
the meal with him. 
For information seems to be some­ 
thing Lloyd George constantly craves. 
His mind appeared to be an unlimit­ 
ed storehouse for detail concerning 
everybody 
and everything in 
the 
world. Ho possessed a more intimate 
knowledge of Pickett’s Charge in the 
Battle of Gettysburg than most of 
tho old timers in Gettysburg anc! he* 
wa« just as familiar with the An- 
tietam battlefield and other battle­ 
fields of our own Civil War. 
Yet he constantly asked questions. 
What is the leading protestant de­ 
nomination of the United States? 
Are the Catholics growing numeri­ 
cally? 
Why is Adams county nor­ 
mally democratic in politics? 
Are 
Republicans as a unit here opposed 
to tho League of Nations, or do some 
of them subscribe to the view* of 
Former President Taft? 
Why are 
native Virginians so proutJ of their 
birthplace? 
Thus ran his queries. 
“What is the politics of The Get­ 
tysburg Tim es?” he asked the writer. 
To the reply that this newspaper 
aimed to be neutral at all times, in­ 
dependent of direct party affiliations, 
he said: 
“Ah, you can wield a powerful in­ 
fluence in the community for good. 
Personally, if I were engaged in a 
political campaign I 
would 
rather 
have one independent newspaper with 
me than half a dozen partisan pa­ 
pers.” 
Lloyd George is himself democratic 
in demeanor and easy to talk with. 
He is devoid of sham. 
He has a 
pleasant smile during conversation, 
and new acquaintances seem to be a 
tonic to him and he lets one feel that 
the tonic is getting in its most ef­ 
fective work while he is talking with 
you. 
He is exactly 70 years old but acts 
twenty years younger. 
In religion, 
he and his family are Episcopalians. 
The favorable impression left upon 
the average mind by the record of 
accomplishment of Lloyd George dur­ 
ing his career of prime minister in 
the trying days of the World W ar is 
certain to be strengthened by a close­ 
up view of the chucky Welshman- 
Contrary to the opinion of sr me, he 
vs still just plain Mr. Lloyd George. 
Titles that would give him precedence 
over many who trace their ancestry 
back for centuries have. been offered 
hton by the King who is one of his 
closest friends. They still await him. 
Nor is hi* refusal of them based ab­ 
solutely on hatred of titles as such. 


Wide Area Covered Last 
Year in Barberry Fight 
An area equivalent to 200 counties 
was covered during the last fiscal year 
In the farm-to-farm survey for bar­ 
berry bushes. 
This is one step in the 
fight against wheat rust which is be­ 
ing carried on by the United States 
D epartm ent of Agriculture in co-oper­ 
ation with state agricultural colleges, 
state departm ents of agriculture, and 
the conference for the jtppvqpIUm of 
grain rust. 
The work consisted of a 
survey 
and 
resurvey for 
sprouting 
bushes and seedlings. 
It was carried 
on in Colorado, Illinois, Indiana, Iowa, 
Michigan, 
Minnesota, 
Montana, 
Ne­ 
braska, North 
Dakota, Ohio; South 
Dakota, Wisconsin, and Wyoming. 
In 
ail, 740,855 bushes were removed from 
6,799 properties in the preliminary sur­ 
vey while 66.G70 sprouting bushes and 
9,138 seedlings were destroyed in the 
follow-up campaign. 
Since tile beginning of the barberry 
eradication work in 1918 practically all 
cities and villages of tile thirteen states 
within the quarantine area have been 
surveyed. 
In 
the 
original 
farm-to- 
farm survey an area equivalent, to 484 
counties has been covered, including 
39 counties surveyed on funds fu r­ 
nished by states. 
In the five years a 
total of 5,234,946 bushes and seedling* 
have been destroyed on 53,610 prop­ 
erties.
